‘"Before the end of the 1970s, Russian diplomats will be 
able to sit in their foreign em- 
bassies and use extrasensory 
percepUon (ESP) to steal the 
secrets of their enemies.” Ed- 
ward J. Pullman, director of 
the Southwest Hypnosis Re- 
search Center in Dallas, Tex., 
told The ENQUIRER. 

According to Pullman, a spy 
would be hypnotized, then his 
invisible “spirit” would be or- 
dered to leave his body, travel 
across barriers of space and 
time to a forei^ government’s 
security facility, and there 
read top-secret documents and 
relay back their information. 

Such “astral projection” al- 
ready has been accomplished 
in laboratory settings. Pullman 
said, adding that the Russians 
are probably now trying to 
perfect it. 

“America is in for a cruel 
awakening if it doesn’t begin 
studies into such out-of-body 
experiences.” Pullman assert- 
ed. “Already the Soviets are 
at least 25 years ahead of us 
in psychic research.”

Pullman said he tried to 
duplicate the Soviet experi- 
ments described in the 1970 
book, “Psychic Discoveries 
Behind the Iron Curtain.” to 
see if they had any merit. “I 
was amazed to find out how 
significant they were.” he 
said. 

The book, by Sheila O.Mran- 
der and Lynn Shroeder. de- 
scribe a Soviet crash program 
to develop psychic power as 
a practical instrument for 
communication, surveillance, 
and intrusion into foreign se- 
curity systems. 

The two women authors vis- 
ited Moscow and other parts 
of the Iron Curtain in the sum- 
mer of 1968 to research their 



book. They reported that the 
Russians are spending about 
121 million a year on ps\chic 
research, including work with 
Yoga.s who claim ability to 
perform out-of-body travel. 

“Apparently,” Pullman ob- 
served, “the Soviets have real- 
ized the immense military ad- 
vantage of the psychic ability 
known as astral projection.” 

He urged that the U S. gov- 
ernment ‘ immediately finance 
a university probe into the es- 
pionage possibilities of psychic 
spies.” 

I A U.S. Defense Dept. 
^pokesman explained to The 
ENQUIRER the department is 
conducting ‘ no ESP research 
of any kind.”) Pullman gave

Pullman went on to describe ! 
one of his own experiments in ’ 
astral projection. A Dallas : 
“clairvoyant,** Beverly Chalk- 1 
er, was experimenting with as- ' 
tral projection at his Texas! 
research center one night. • 
Pullman related, when a wom- 
an visitor named Sharon asked 
that Mrs. Chalker be put to

Pullman said he started Mrs. i 
Chalker’s astral flight by first 
placing her in a deep hypnotic ' 
trance.

tor, told The ENQUIRER , 
she then began to experi- { 
ence a sensation like fly- 
ing. 

“It’s kind of like being I 
an angel, I guess.*' Mrs. 

“You don’t 
feel any winds or you 
don’t feel like your arms 
are flapping. You’re just i 
floating.**
